PROFILE OF ARRESTED DRUG SUSPECTS 


In 2021, a total of 50,565 drug suspects were arrested 
nationwide; 87 percent of whom were male. 


Among the arrested drug suspects, 84.5 percent 
were arrested for violation of Section 5 (Sale, Trading, 
Administration, Dispensation, Delivery, Distribution and 
Transportation of Dangerous Drugs and/or Controlled 
Precursors and Essential Chemicals), RA 9165.

As an archipelagic country with vast coastlines, the Philippines is vulnerable to illegal drug smuggling using 
the four (4) prevalent drug entry and exit points in the country namely: airport, seaport, coastline through 
shipside, and mail and parcel system. 


The illegal drug trade was also affected by the immobility of people and goods caused by the COVID-19 
pandemic. Due to this, drug syndicates resorted to smuggling using shipside and mail and parcel system 
in 2021.

CLASSIFICATION OF BARANGAYS 


Under the DDB Regulation No. 4, Series of 2021, these are four (4) classifications of barangay to determine the priority areas for the 


implementation of the Barangay Drug Clearing Program: 


Drug Unaffected Barangay - a barangay that has never been plagued or beset by any PWUDs, pushers, drug den maintainer, coddler, 
protector, financier, cultivator, manufacturer and other illegal drug activity and illegal drug facility. 
Drug Affected Barangay - a barangay that has reported and validated presence of PWUDs, pushers, drug den maintainer, coddler, protector, 


financier, cultivator, manufacturer and others. 
Drug Affected Barangay is further classified as follows: 
Slightly Affected - presence of identified PWUD/s; 


Moderately Affected - presence of identified drug pusher/s and PWUD/s; and 
Seriously Affected - existence of any of the following: clandestine drug laboratory, illegal drug warehouse, plant sources cultivation, drug 
den/tiangge and/or presence of identified drug den maintainer, coddler, protector, financier, cultivator, manufacturer and others. 
Drug-Cleared Barangay - classified as previously drug affected, subjected to BDCP and declared cleared by ROCBDC. 
Drug-Free Barangay - an Unaffected Barangay that has been vetted and confirmed by ROCBDC.

In 2021, PDEA and other law enforcement agencies 
conducted a total of 204 Marijuana eradication 
operations. During the operations, 3,393.42 kilograms 
of dried Marijuana leaves, five kilograms of Marijuana 
bricks, 5,640,656 pieces of Marijuana plant, 25,000 
pieces of Marijuana fruiting top, and other Marijuana 
plant sources and products were destroyed.

The Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-Illegal Drugs 
(ICAD) continues its efforts in unifying, integrating, and 
synchronizing the anti-drug strategy of the government 
since its inception on March 6, 2017, when President 
Rodrigo Roa Duterte signed Executive Order No. 15. 


At present, ICAD is on its fourth year of service. The 
Committee is active in performing its mandates with its 
50 member-agencies and its four (4) function clusters, 
namely, Enforcement (led by PDEA), Justice (led by 
DOJ), Advocacy (led by DILG), and Rehabilitation and 
Reintegration Clusters (led by DOH and DSWD) that 
work hand-in-hand towards attaining the vision of 
drug-resistant and self-policing communities in the 
country.

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DANGEROUS DRUGS BOARD 
SUPPLY REDUCTION COMMITTEE 
(DDB SRC) 


In 2021, the DDB Supply Reduction Committee (SRC) 
remained steadfast in crafting policies to support and 
intensify the government’s campaign against illegal 
drugs. 


In spite of the COVID-19 pandemic restrictions, the 
Committee was relentless in providing assistance to 
the Dangerous Drugs Board in creating policies and 
guidelines towards implementation of prevention and 
control measure to eradicate, or at least minimize, 
the illicit manufacture, production, processing and 
trafficking of dangerous drugs and controlled precursors 
and essential chemical, and in strengthening the 
investigatory, prosecutorial and judicial drug control 
capabilities of the government. 


In line with its functions, the Committee endorsed to 
the Board the issuance of the following policies and 
guidelines: 


1. Board Regulation sustaining the implementation 
of Barangay Drug Clearing Program (BDCP), and 
repealing for such purpose Board Regulation No. 3, 
Series of 2017; 


2. Board Regulation amending certain sections of 
Board Regulation No. 1, Series of 2016, entitled: 
Guidelines in the Implementation of: “Operation 
Lawmen”; 

3. Board Regulation recommending guidelines for 
the implementation of Section 20 of RA 9165, 
specifically last paragraph thereof, to deduct or 
claim from the proceeds and properties derived 
from the unlawful act committed which will be used 
to cover the cost necessary for the maintenance 
and preservation of seized item/s pending trial of 
the case and as well as the subsequent award of the 
confiscated property/items of lawful commerce in 
favor of the operating unit; 

4. Board Regulation amending Section 11 (d) of 
Board Regulation No. 5, Series of 2003, entitled: 
Guidelines in the Implementation of Operation: 
"Private Eye"; and 

5. Board Resolution recommending the inclusion of 
three (3) new members: Bureau of Immigration 
(BI), National Intelligence and Coordinating Agency 
(NICA) and Philippine Coast Guard (PCG) to the 
Composition of SRC with vital roles in providing 
assistance and recommendations in improving 
policies on anti-drug campaign matters.
